Foraker.

OHIO. 
ON THE EVE OF THE BATTLE. 


Cotumsvus, O., Oct. 8.—[Special. }-—On the 


| great political battle to be fought in Ohio 


tomorrow the excitement is intense. Much 
depends upon the result. Heretofore when 
the Democrats have carried the State they 
only captured here and there an office, and 
did not materially disturb the Republican 
holdin Ohio. If they win tomorrow they 
make a clean sweep. Republican success 
this year depends ypon the increased vote 
the temperance crusade may bring out 
in the rural districts. The German vote 
will partly go to the Democratic ticket. 

Last year there were,in round numbers, 
614,090 votes cast, and the Democrats had, in 
round numbers, 19,000 majority. The715,000 
votes that were cast for Garfield are taken as 
a basis. The large stay-at-home vote of last 
year was divided as follows: Republicans, 
77,000: Democrats, 33,000. ‘The bulk of this 
negligent element in both parties was in the 
country. The vote in the cities and towns 
was strong and will be again this 
year. The Republicans have double the 
shy vote to draw from that the Democrats 
have. The indications arethat they will win 
because there is some Deniocratic apathy in 
the rural districts, and their canvass has 
been weak and unsatisfactory. Their candi- 
date has created divisions and given no 
spirit tothe fight. But for the temperance 
issue that so suddenly thrust itself into the 
contest Hoadly must have been worse beaten 
than he will be. But there is now no 
polities in the campaign, and the two great 
parties are really standing off and looking 
upon the Jiquor men and temperance people 
to fight the battlefor them. That is the atti- 
tude tonight, and nothing can change it. The 
Democrats must rely upon the money and 
the efforts of the whisky interests for suc- 
cess, and the Republicans upon the work 
and enthusiasm of those who have set asid8 
every other consideration to carry the pro- 
hibition amendment. The Democrats are 
making loud claims of success. Col. Barger, 
the Chairman of their State Executive Com- 
mittee, has just made up his estimate, and 
claims Hoadly’s election by 17,000 majority, 
and the Legislature by 
joint ballot. 

GOV. FOSTER’S ESTIMATE. 

Gov. Foster’s estimate of 8,000 for Foraker, 
with the Legislature in doubt, telegraphed 
last night, still stands as the judgment of all 
careful Republicans. “The betting among 
the sporting men is also still.in favor of 
Foraker, and sometimes bets are made upon 
his having 10,000 majority. lt may be this 
large, even much jarger. The claim of 
17,000 made by the Democratic Chairman is 
regarded by all asenthusiastic even if Hoad- 
ly is elected. John G. Thompson, the best 
posted Democratic manager in the State, says 
tonight: *“* We will elect Hoaaly by a fair 
majority and the Legislature depends upon 
Hamilton County. I feel sure that we will 
get both the State ticket and the Legislature 
on joint ballot. We will probably get the 
Legislature if we should lose the Governor.” 
Mr. Thompson retuses to name any figures 
upon either, and rests his claim of success 
upon a general estimate. Col. Ogelvee makes 
no estimate of results, but rests his faith 
upon Gov. Foster’s judgment that Foraker 
will pull through by 8,000 and the count of the 
votes will be needed to determine which party 
will get the Legislature. This uncertainty 
in relation to the Legislature, is due to the 
fact that the liquor men will make a strong 
fight for the control of the law-making 
power. Gov. Foster is in Fostoria tonight, 
and will not reach here until tomorrow 
evening. His estimate last night was given 
out as his final statement before the vote. 

This has been a very severe canvass, and it 


is now bitter even to vindictiveness at sevy- 
eral points in the State. re may be 
trouble before the polis close. Both parties 
are going to contest every inch of the way, 
and the authorities are preparing to preserve 
order and see that battle of the ballots is 
ly conducted. 
HAMILTON COUNTY,

Miljs, and George M. Pullman were also men- 
tioned as having subscribed for $1,000,000each. 
The price agreed upon for the bonds is said 
to have been 87, less the commission of 5 
per cent.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 


A Young Man in Indianapolis, ind., 
Shoots His Paramour abd Kilis Him- 
sell. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. Special. |— 
The fourth murder and suicide combined 
upon the criminal record of this city within 
the last three years occurred this afternoon 
at about 5 o’clock. The others were marked 
by beastly brutality of husbands to wives in 
two cases, the third having males alone for 
its victims, while this has the flavor of illicit 
love throaghout it all. 3 

‘The parties to the tragedy were William 
Fultz, a German baker aged 27, and Mrs. Al- 
bert Neff, whose husband clerked in a 
clothing store, The deed was committed in 
Fuitz’s room at the residence of Mrs. Charles 
C. Noyes, the sister of Mrs. Neff. 

There were no witnesses, but Fultz’s 

actions prior to the commission of the dread- 
ful act show that it was premeditated. Dur- 
ing the afternoon he visited a pawnshop and 
procured a revolver. Then calling upon an 
acquaintance he gave him the address of his 
father, Wiliam Fultz, Salem, Ind., telling 
him to send a telegram to that address when 
he beard that he (Fultz) was dead. “ Before 
6 o’clock,” he said, “Il am going to doit.” 
He displayed the revolver to this friend, a 
young barkeeper, and another, a baker, and 
when the latter attempted to take the weap- 
on away from him threatened to commit 
**the act’”’ then and there. 
- ‘These young men say they did not imagine 
Fultz had any intenton of doing himself or 
any one else harm, and let him go his way. 
While in the saloon he refused to drink any- 
thing and to casual observers appeared to be 
in good spirits. It is not known how long 
Fultz and Mrs, Neff were in his room before 
the shooting occurred, but Fultz was un- 
dressed and lying in bed at the time, and from 
the accuracy of his aim it is supposed the 
woman was at his side, although she was 
fully dressed. | 

Her little daughter, only 5 years old, ‘was 
in an adjoining room. Shesays: “Mamma 
went into the room and I heard a noise like 
a bugaboo man, and ma ran out saying, ‘I’m 
Shot; sendfor papa.’ She then laid right 
down and died, and [ cried as loud as 1 
could.” 

Fultz fired three times. One ball struck 
Mrs. Neff immediately above the heart, sev- 
ering the aorta, and she lived only long 
enough to run into the next room 
and out the porch. A _ second 
shot, fired as she was running, went wild. 
Fultz then turned the weapon to his own 
breast and pulled the trigger, the ball pene- 
trating the heart and produci instant 
death. Fultz was a relative of ‘Noyes and 
had roomed in the house with them ever 
since he came to town, several years ago. 
By this means he became acquainted with 
Mrs. Neff, then a widow (Mrs. Goldberg), 
her maiden name being Fox, and for four 
8a he has been

a quarrel ensued, with the sad result nar- 
rated. It was known they had quarreled, but 
no intimation was made by Fultz that she 
was tired of him or desired to sever their re- 
lations. So faras‘known Mrs. Neff was not 

romiscuous in her relations with men, and 

er reputation was good, except in reference 
to her connection with Fultz. The latter’s 
family is said to pe wealthy.

At the last day’s session of the Rock 

River Methodist Conference a resolution 
was adopted, after very warm discussion, 
which declared the conference unquali- 
fiedly opposed to licensing the liquor traffic. 
A clause in the resolution as offered which 
in terms censured the clergy for previous 
action in accepting high license as a, practi- 
cal counter check to the evils of intemper- 
ance was stricken out. : 
_ “Tuts is the anniversary of the fire. There 
is much room for thought in the contrast 
offered by the situation of Chicago in Octo- 
ber, 1871, and in October, 1883. Then 300,000 
souls, surveying the greatest wreck of mod- 
ern times and suffocating with the flames of 
smoldering fortunes and homes, hardly 
dared to consider the thought of an ap- 
proaching winter, which, indeed, to many 
proved bitter enough in its realization. Now 
there is not perhaps in Christendom a ¢com- 
munity surrounded with the average com- 
forts which fall to the lot of the 600,000 people 
who proudly call Chicago their abiding- 
piace. 


PLENTY OF PROHIBITION LAW IN IL- 
LINOIS ALREADY. 

THe TRIBUNE has already taken occasion 
to point out to the ministers of the Methodist 
Church assembled in Chicago at the Rock 
River Conference that the reiteration of pro- 
hibition ideas at this time can have no other 
effect than to aid the liquor men in their re- 
sistance tothe State License law, which is 
the only shape the temperance issue can take 
in [ilinois polities within the next year. To 
the extent the ministers shail condemn or 
ignore the high-license restriction law and 
promote a direct prohibition sentiment their 
influence by reflex action will be exerted in 
the inverests of the Democratic party, which 
the whisky league proposes to use to work 
out the repeal of the High-Licenselaw. The 
ministers who were most vociferous for pro- 
hibition and sought to censure those of their 
body who had favored the passage of the 
Harper High-License law have evidently 
not read the prohibitory acts that are to be 
found in the Illinois statutes. It may be 
news to them, but it is nevertheless true 
that the statutes already provide for the 
only practical prohibition it is possible to 
achieve or enforce by political agency. 
Every community in this State now pos- 
sesses full authority to prohibit the sale of 
liquor whenever a majority of the legal 
voters may elect, and certainly experience 
has demonstrated that it is only through the 
assent and active codperation of the majority 
that the sale of liquor can be prevented in 
any community. - 

The General Lncorporation act passed 
1874 authorizes every city, village, and town 
organized under its terms “ to license, regu- 
late, and prohibtt the selling or giving away 
of any intoxicating, malt, vinous, mixed, or 
fermented liquor.”? There is ample provision 
in the law for every community not organ- 
ized under this general charter to comply 
with its provisions and share its advantages. 
The law says that “whenever any area of 
contiguous territory, not exceeding two 
square miles, shall have resident thereon a 
population of at least 300 inhabitants, the 
same may become incorporated as a village 
upon petition of thirty legal voters and af- 
firmative vote of a majority of voters at an 
election to decide the question.”’ By another 
law the County Board is forbidden tu issue a 
license for the sale of liquor in any incorpo- 
ratea city, town, or village, or within two 
miles of the same, in which the corporate au- 
thorities have the power to license, or in any 
plaee where the sale of intoxicating liquors is 
prohibited by law. in this manner every 
‘community of 300 inhabitants or more has 
the means at its ready command to prohibit 
the sale of liquor within two miles of the 
corporate limits whenever a majority ot the 
voters choose to organize as a village and 
pass a prohibitory law, and no community of 
less than 300 inhabitants (fifty or sixty fami-. 


lies) can support a saloon under the Opera- | 


tion of the High-License act. 

But this is not all. The cross-roads dog- 
geries may also be wiped out th every county 
where a majority of the people are opposed 
tothe sale of liquor. The Dramshop act 
passed many years ago provides that “ the 
County Boards of each county may grant 
licenses to keep so many dramshops in their 

“county as they may think the public good 
requires; upon the application by petition of 
a majority of the legal voters of the town, 
if tne county is under township organization, 
and if not under township organization then 
of a majority of the legal voters of the elec- 
tion precinct.or district where the same {the 
dramshop} is proposed to be located.” This 
provision points out two ways in which local 


majority of the legal voters of each township 
or election district may refuse to sign the re- 
quired petitiop for saloon-licenses ; secondly, 
a majority of the legal voters in the county 
may elect a County Board which “ may 
think that the public good requires” no 
dramshops whatever, and may therefore re- 
fuse to grant licenses. In Missouri, where 
the authority to graut licenses is lodged in 
the County Judges, it is the practice in 
several counties to elect Judges on the pro- 
“hibition issue who are committed by pledge 
not to grant saloon-licenses. The same 
course may be pursued in the election of the 
County Board in any county in Lilinois 
where a majority of the people are in favor 
of prohibiting the sale of liquor. It is evi- 
dent, therefore, that in every city, town, 
village, county, and cross-roads in this State 
the sale of liquor may be prohibited by law 
when a majority of the inhabitants desire it; 
and experience compels the admission that a 
prohibition law is uniformly a dead letter in 
every community where it is not sustained 
by public sentiment and enforced by the 
codperation of the people with the authori- 
These statements are Yhade up from the 
statutes of Illinois, and they may be verified 
by the Methodist ministers and all other per- 
sons who insist upon an agitation of the pro- 
hibition issue. The conclusion is inevitable 
that there is now in this State all the oppor- 
tunities for prohibition which could be made 
available under any law. What possible ad- 
vantage is to be gained, then, from further 
agitation of the prohibition question? And 
how can temperance men justify neglect on 
their part to promote the retention and en- 
forcement of the State High-License law, 
which is a cumulative remedy toali the local- 
option acts? That law requires every com- 
munity which licenses the sale of liquor at 
all to charge at least $500 for the sale of all 
kinds, and §150 for the sale of beer alone. 
Every County Board, every City Council, 
and every Town or Village Board may in- 
crease the fee to as high a figure as it 
chooses. By this meavs the number of sa- 
loons may be reduced to the minimum in 
every community where prohibition cannot 
be enacted or enforced by the sentiment of 
the people. Opposition to this law to gratify 
a sentiment, or a refusal to recognize and 
assist its beneficent influences, is equivalent 
to a direct coéperation with the liquor-deal- 
ers and the topers to encourage drunken- 
ness. Intelligent consideration will not 
permit the ministers to regard the situation 
in any other light; and it is for them to de- 
cide whether they will cast theif influence 
on the side of temperance by supporting the 
license law, or on the side of the whisky 
men by condemning or ignoring that law in 
order to establish the prohibition principle, 
which already exists in this State in the 
practical shape of “local option.” | 
THE POPE STILL DEMANDS POLITICAL 
POWER. 
Once more the present Pope, following in 
the steps of his predecessur, has delivered 
his chronic wail over the loss of political 
power. The old straw is beaten vigorously, 
but as fruitlesly as ever. Indeed, Leo XIII. 
goes even further than Pius IX. in his as- 
sumptions, basing national sovereignty and 
modern civilization upon the Roman relig- 
ion, and referring whatever of vitality they 
possess to the influence of the Papacy. Then 
follows the equally fallacious assumption 
that the real motive for depriving the Pope 
of political power is to strike at the church 
“and rob ltaly of the treasure of faith,” and 


the hackneyed appeal to the faithful to re- 


store to the Pope “that condition of inde- 
pendence and liberty which is his due’’; in 
other words, the political control of Rome 
and Italy. | 

It is almost superfluous to say that such a 
demand, formulated so near the close of the 
nineteenth century, is the sheerest folly. 
Since the time when such a demand could 
have been enforced by bayonets the world 
has advanced. Knowledge, free thought, » 
and political independence on the part of the 


root. The people have emancipated them- 
selves from Papal servitude in political con- 
cerns and have come to think and act for 
themselves. Against this salient phase of 
nineteenth century civilization it is as use- 
less for the Holy Father to contend as it 
would be for him to hope to stop the motion 
of the earth or the planets with an allocu- 
tion. But apart from this main obstacle, 
every other consideration stands against the 
dogma of temporal power. The early church, 
which represented its most spiritual career, 
had no political power and no desire for it. 
It was forced upon it subsequently by France 
for political considerations, and to further 
the selfish and ambitious schemes of its 
Kings for the aggrandizement of power and 
territory. When it was invested with the 
political power it used such power only to 


abuse it and as the vehicle for keeping the 


people in the bondage of ignorance that its 
grasp upon them might not be loosened. As 
a matter of abstract right, therefore, it can- 
no@ay claim to it. Asa matter of Christian 


is no foundation for such a demand. From 
the spiritual point of view there stands 
against it those words of Christ which have 


‘never yet been answered or gainsaid: “ Ren- 


der, therefore, unto Cesar the things which 
are Cesar’s; and unto God the things which 
are God’s.”’ 

It is another and sufficient answer to this | 
demand that it does not comport with the 
sentiments of the laity in anycountry. In 
Italy, which is most directly concerned, 90 
per centofthe men are opposed to it, and 
would fight to the death ratner than sur- 
render their newly-acquired political liberty 
to the tender mercies of the Papacy, and to 
the mismanagement of political affairs which 
has always characterized it. The Republic- 
aus of France are bitterly opposed to it, as is 
shown by their recent suecessful opposition 
to the conspiracies of clerical officials to gain 
control of the secular schools and universi- 
ties, and their summary retaliation upon the 
Jesuits for attempting to intermeddle with 
affairs of State. The German Catholics are 
equally opposed to any subjection of the 
State to the church, and even in Spain tem- 
poral Papal power finds millions of op- 
ponents. The Irish Catholics who support 
Parnell’s political program have already 
practically illustrated their sentiments by re- 
senting Papal interference in the relations of 
Ireland to England, and making it felt in the 
household exchequer of the Vatican. The 
Catholics of the United States, it need not 
be said, are too free and outspoken and too 
thoroughly imbued with the spirit of repub- 
lican institutions to surrender their political 
rights to priest, Bishop, Cardinal, or Pope. 

The claim of the Pope that his liberty re- 
quires any such sacrifice of the political and 
civil rights of the Roman laity, and that he 
cannot be independent unless the people of 
Italy surrender their Capital to him, is al- 
most too puerile seriously to consider. The 
Pope is pot a “ prisoner in the Vatican.” He 
is as free to go and come and do as he pleases 
in a spiritual way as any Cardinal, Bishop, 
or priest of his church, He has the same 
rights of motion and action that are possessed 
by every other person in Italy. He may live 
in Rome, Florence, or Naples. He may 
travel to the confines of the earth. He may 
Stay in the Vatican or out of the Vatican. 
He may do what he pleases without let or 
hindrance. No policeman or soldier stands 
at his gates to oppose. No edict of law for-

If he 
would open his gates and walk out into the 
city or world he would learn that the world 
has the opinion the less any church has to 
do with the temporalities and with politics 


and progress, and he would soon be con- 
einced that it was his true policy to waive 
publicly all pretensions to political control 
over the Italian people. Such acourse would 
greatly strétigthen his church, restore its 
waning spiritual power, aud amplify his 
store ot Peter’s pence. a 


THE WAIL OF THE NEW Y@RK ROMAN 
COUNCIL. .; 

The conclusions of the Ceuncil of the 
Roman Catholic Bishops of the Archdiocese 
of New York, of which a summary ap 
peared in our New York dispatches of yes- 
terday, are likely to lead to.much discussion 
and agitation. There is little doubt that they 
will meet with the approval ef the Vatican 
authorities, and that an attemptwill be made 
to give effect to some of them. Such attempt 
will meet with determined opposition even 
within the church itself. : 

The pessimistic view taken of the tend- 
encies of the present age by the most rever- 
end and right reverend members of the coun- 
cil may be passed over. It is the custom of 
theologians of every sect to deplore the con- 
dition of the time in which they live, and to 
assert that itis evil and corrupt. “ We have 
fallen upon evil times’’ mignt begin the ex- 
ordium of every pastoral and address of the 
clerics of every age. Laymen may well 
doubt, however, whether the picture is as 
black as itis painted. Be that as it may, it 
is not the general lameot of this council 
whieh will excite most attention, but the 
remedies proposed. 

None of these are wholly new. Prohi- 
bition of mixed marriages has been the prac- 
tice, if not the rule, of the church. But itis 
questioned whether the church considers 
this the great danger which the council de- 
clares it to be. Else why does the church 
continue to issue licenses for such mar- 
riages? lt offers very little objection—almost 
none—to the marriage of Roman Catholic 
women to nou-Catholic men. . It is strenuous 
in its objections to the marriage of Catholic 
men to Protestant women. The reason is 
obvivus. The woman of the household is its 
religious director and autocrat. But as. re- 
ligion has never had much restrajft over the 
atfections the protests of the church are 
unavailing to prevent mixed marriages. In- 
deed, it is doubtful wfMether the ministers of 
the church do not think more is gained than 
lost by such alliances. Perhaps this ac- 
counts for the little objechon made to their 
constantly increasing number. 

On the question of divorce the council puts 
forward nothing thatis novel. The-church 
has always sternly opposed divorce. Sepa- 
ration is the utmost that it willaliow. But 
neither of the separated parties can again 
marry under penalty of the church’s ex- 
communication. To declare a marriage in- 
valid is one of the means of getting around 
the awkward dilema which these cast-iron 
rules sometimes bring about. All Christian 
churches, indeed, have opposed divorce, and 
those that now sanction recourse to it do so 
on the ground of the lesser evil. Bad as is 
the condition of affairs where untying of the 
nuptial knot is made easy by the law, 
it is doubtful whether a worse does not exist 
in France, where, owing to the influence 
of the Catholic Church, it is impossible to 
obtain a divorce. A few weeks ago one of 
our Paris dispatches dealt with a case in 
which a good woman was duped by a 
burglar into marriage. Some time after the 
burglar was sent to the penitentiary the 
woman married a man who proved a kind 
and loving husband. The burglar, who had 
made the woman’s life miserable, had her 
arrested on his release on the charge of 
adultery. The State did not recognize the 
second marriage, and the woman was sent to 
jail for a period of six months. A happy 
home was broken up. The result of rigid 
marriage laws in France is concubinage and 
unfaithfulness. Whatever the church may 
think, modera civilization looks on these as 
greater evils. than even the most lax divorce 
laws. ‘The council, it will be observed, 
does not propose to mitigate tne evils grow- 
ing out of our divorce laws. It denounces 
the law in every shape, as it also denoun- 
ces the idea that marriage is a civil con- 
tract. In this matter, indeed, the church 
sets itself up 48 superior to the State. 

But the position of the council’s decision 
which will attract most attention is that 
which deals with the public schools. It 
says: 

No Catholic, of whatever rank or condition he 
may be, can approve of public 


instruction from which ion is totally ex- 
cluded. 


Here again the church bids defiance to the 
State, and seeks to cast discredit on the jn- 
stitutions founded in the spirit of our Con- 
stitution. It is an accepted axiom in all well- 
regulated communities that the State owes 
each child born into it an elementary educa- 
tion at least. This was a duty which the 
church neglected when it assumed to be the 
- educational agency of humanity. The State 
was therefore obliged to take it out of the 
church’s hands, And as the people of the 
States differed in religion it was found ab- 
solutely necessary for peace and conscience 
sake to make education secular. Now the 
church admits the necessity of education, 
but objects to the form, and pronounces 
anathema against those who will send their 
children to the State schools to be eduvated, 
or who will in any way c@untenance a 
State system of public education. In 
this the church is not only singu- 
_lariy inconsistent and illogical, but 
itisabsurd. Hundreds of thousands of Ro- 
man Catholics send their children to the pub- 
lic schools in the Archdiocese of New York 
with the knowledge and consent of the 
church authorities. Fully one-third of the 
public-school teachers are Roman Catholic. 
Some of the priests openly encourage parents 
to send their children to the public schools. 
The brother of the Coadjutor Archbishop of 
New York, Dr. Corrigan, recently published 
a pamphiet advising that children be sent to 
the public schools in all cases where the pa- 
rechial schools are not equal in merit. Dr.. 
McGlynn, one of the ablest men among the 
Eastern priesthood, has been a warm advo- 
cate of the public schools. If all the Ro- 
man Catholic children were withdrawn from 
the public schools in Chicago or New York 
they would bave to grow up unlettered and 
ignorant, and become a menace and a bur- 
den to the community. Not one-fourth of 
them could be accommodated in the pa- 
‘rochial schools. In the country districts 
they would have no school to go to, and 
would have to remain in ignorance. 

But even if there were sufficient aeccommo- 
dation in the parochial schools, what then ? 
Are these institutions as good as the public 


battle of life as well as the State schools? 
lt is very generally admitted that these 
parochial schools are in every respect in- 
ferior. intelligent parents wiil not handicap 
their children in the race of life, and per- 
versely provide that they shall be the hewers 
of wood and the drawers of water for their 
more fortunate companiops who receive a 
public-school education. 


| AS long as the church does not provide 


schools? Do they train their youth for thef 


the better for its spiritual welfare, vital piety, | 


sufficient schools as 


imbued with a spirit of American institu- 
tions and not by foreigners who are utterly 
ignorant of the manners and customs of the 
country, it is absurd for the Bishops of the 
Provitice of New York, or of Chicago, or of St, 
Louis to denounce Roman Catholic parents 
for, sending their children to the public 
sclrools. It will be useless also, because the 
parents will not pay the least attention to 
their denunciations. 

Indeed, we doubt whether the resuscita- 
tion of these ancient Jaments.and probt- 
bitions, even though sanctioned by the Vati- 
can, will have any more effect than the re- 
peated plaints of Leo XI11. about the loss of 
the temporal power. , 

RABBI HIRSCH’S DISCOURSE. 

The utterances of Rabbi Hirsch upon any 
subject have come to be regarded with gen- 
eral interest in this community, because he 
always has something to say and a very clear 
and forcible way of saying it, but it is rare 
that he gives expression to such powerful 
and important opinions as are contained in 
the sermon printed in the last issue of Tue 
TRIBUNE, and preached in commemoration 
of the German bicentenary. Germans and 
Americans have much to learn from it. The 
former bave reason to be especially grateful 
to him, for no man has so clearly defined 
their attitude and their influence in this 
country as he, notwithstanding the persecu- 
tion and prejudice to which his race has been 
subjected in thé Fatherland. Rising above 
all narrow feelimes of resentment, he elo- 
quently points the future of the German in 
this country: ° 


Our political system is a firmiy-knit bony skel- 
eton; what the muscles and sinews, the nerves 
and tnbes will be which are growing up around 
it, this is stili doubtful; for in spiritual topog- 
raphy forms of government bold merely the 
place which the mountain ranges bave in pbhys- 
ical. To decide the genera! direcnon of the 
watercourses, the river's ultimate character is 
determined by a number of other, if co-related 
causes. The great Mississippi of our spiritua 
future father—as it will be of ali the rivers and 
currents which now sweep through our land in 
separate glory—is not yet formed. The streams 
are now tending to the point of juuction, where 
their blended powers will give motion to a new 
life, the dim promise of which alone ovuw is ours. 
The conditions for the fulfillment of this propb- 
ecy are given. It depends upon the union and 
interpenetration of the two souls which 
spin out the thread of their golden nett as 
yet separately, and the woots of which will form 
the basic stock in the future's fabric. 1 need 
scarcely name you the two civilizations which 
are at present crystallizing around our political 
system intoathbird and higher one. lf the law 
of electric affinity sways ‘ne social forces also, 
no two are better ada to attract each other 
into a higher union. For they represent opposit 
poies of the battery; the Anglo- American stands 
at one end of the circult, and German- 
American at the other. 


There are two points in this sermon which 
commend themselves to the serious consider- 
ation of Americans, because he goes to the 
very root in discussing them, and because 
they concern two of the most important sub- 
jects in the life of any people—education and 
temperance, Proceeding upon the general 
basis which he had already very clearly de- 
veloped—namely: that the Anglo-American’s 
function is to build up the outward world 
and the German-American’s the inner—the 
one working from without and the other 
from within—Dr. Hirsch says of our system 

- of education: 


Teaching is for the German a profession; for 
the Angio-American most generally merely a 
provisional stepping-stone to something else, or 
a haven of refuge after sbipwreck on the ocean 
of life. Under this evi! the schoois of our coun- 


| try aresuffering. Grand as the system of our 


free schools is, we can easily see how mucb greater 
would be the results were they in che haads of 
tte especially prepared for their work, and so 

ao of material success elsewhere could 
ure them away from tbeir bride. The German 
method of teach is only another exponent of 
the German soul. The German teacher tries to 
develop the inner life of the pupil, for the En- 
giish teaching amounts to instructing —i. e., to 
impart a certain amountof knowledge, assimi- 
lated by the scholar or 


There is a great truth in the above extract 
which has not been sufficiently considered 
by our educators in discussing the meth 
of improving our public-school system. It 
is the fault of our system that its instructors 
are asarule not professional, and have not 
been educated professionally for their work. 
They do not enter upon teaching as the work 
of their lives like the lawyer, the minister, or 
the physician. One class of teachers is com- 
posed of young men fresh from college, 
who are not guité decided what will be their 


time in school-teaching or take it upasa 
matter of necessity in order to gain money 
enough to pay the expense of their real 
studies. By far the larger class, however, is 
composed of young women, who enter 
the schools because they must support 
themselves until some one comes along 
and marries them and relieves them 
of the burden of self-support. Very 
few take up the duties of the teacher 
with any idea of making them a permanent 
work. Hence their principal idea of duty is 
to cram knowledge into children’s heads 
from text-books without reference to under- 
standing, to tell them that such and such is 
the case without telling them why it is the 
case, and to get rid of them as soon as pessi- 
ble. Where work is only a makeshift, a 
mere temporary service until something else 
turns up, it is useless to expect pride or en- 
thusiasm in it, or that it will reach the maxi- 
mum of success. There are cases, of course, 
where men and women engage in teaching 
as a life-profession and make a success, but 
they are rare. The Horace Manns of this 
country are lamentably scarce, 

Rabbi Hirsch goes to the root of the tem- 
perance agitation as he does to the core of 
the educational problem. He says: 

It is said that the German element is bostile 
to the cause of law and order and religion. And 
why? Because we Germaogs cannot but view 
the wild **probibition agitation’ around usin 
the light of a fatal mistake. From within must 
come the word of the lafinit. This is the Ger- 
man doctrine. Others would invoke the atro 
arm of the State to make the populadoen mora 
But the arm of the State is only strong if the 
peopie are moral. Laws must remain a dead 
letter unless they are the reflecnons of the 
moral sentiment of the community.

The peopie of Ohio 
will also vote upon three proposed amendments 
to the Constitution of their State, one of which 
is intended to reorganize the judiciary of the 
state, while the other two relate to the liquor 
trafic. The two latter propositions are as 
follows: 

1. “Tne additional section”’ in and with Sec. 
18 of the scbédule sball be repealed, and there 
shall be substituted for it the following: “ The 
Geveral Assembly shall regulate the traffic in 
intoxicating liquors 60 as to provide against 
evils resulting therefrom; and its power to lev 
taxes or assessments thereon is not limi 
by apy provision of this ConstituGon,” 

2. “The addiuonal section’’ in and with Sec. 
18 of the schedule shall be repealed, and there 
shali be substituted for it the following: “The 
manufacture of and the traflic in intoxicating 
liquors to be used as a beverage are forever 
probibited, and che General AssemDiy sbail pro- 
vide by law for the enforcement of this pro- 
vision.”’

Ay original proposal with reference to the 
approaching measure of Eoglish parliamentary 
reform has been laid before bis constituents by 
Mr. C. Seely Jr..

Durmg the intermission of balloting the 
Preachers’ Aid Society eonvened to receive a 
report from the C.mumittee on Amend the 
Conatitation. The ameadment was to  ! 
thal it was the “duty” of a member to forward 
$10 to the society within sixty days after the 
death of a member, and if it is not paid at the 
meeting of the succeeding conference the de- 
loses his mem ership. 

The retary of the Freedmeu's Aid Society 

rted that $178,000 was received last year— 
.000 more than the previous year; that this 
conference contributed to that fund last year 
neat in 1581, $3.334; and in 1880, $1,786. The

ence, and of Chicago, bad contributed about 
33,300 for schools in the Soutn. He endowed 
the Gammon University with $20,000.

to the polling- place being so near his bar-room. 
A deal of drunkenness had been the’re- 
sult of the old location of the poiling- place, 
while the new one would be out of the way of 
saioons, and was centrally located besides. 
removal in the second precinct from the Tunnel 
entrance on Washington street to the rear of 
the boot and shoe store on the corner of Clark 
and Mooroe streets must strike every fair- 
minded man asareformatory movement, the 
new location being as central as the old one, and 
being ina decidediy more respectabie neigh- 
borhood. The removal of the polis of the third 
precinct from the corner of Michigan 
avenue and Monroe street, a disreputa- 
ble saloon, to No. 195 Seuth Clark street, 
had also been made in the interest of decency 
and morality. The Republicans had tried to 
rewove the poiling—places in the two remaining 
precincts from their old location into the im- 
mediate vicinity of bawdy houses and ill-re- 
puted resorts, but the moru! sense of the Demo- 
cratic Central Committee, the s ker had the 
honor to represent, had frustrated this attempt 
to pollute the voters of the First Ward.

A QUARREL OVER A SCHOOL-HOUSE IN RA- 
VENSWOOD. 
Frederick Suizer, F. F. Canda, Albert Gailo- 
way, and others, residents of Kavenswood, filed

Bennett, Chandler, and 
Anderson are Scboo! Directors, on the i- 
tive representations of Bennett that a large 
additional number of pupils would need accom- 
modation tne next year, the taxpayers held a 
meeting and decided to add a new wing to the 
old building and erect a new house on the west 
side of the Chicago & Northwestern tracks, and 
to borrow $8,900 to pay for the same. An eiec- 
tion was beld at which very few were present, 
and the measure passed by a vote of 45to 21 
The ballots were ot different colors, so that it 
was kbown at once how the vote was going. 
The Directors subsequently issued bonds at 6 
per cent iaterest, and a few bave been solid ata 
‘premium.

BAD BEEF. 


Plenty of It at the Stock-Yards, but 
Not as Much as Inspector 
Lamb Re ported. 


A TRIBUNE reporter spent several hours at 
the Stock-Yards yesterday investigating the al- 
lewed cancerous-cattie expos¢ of Inspector 
Lamb, the Heaith Officer at the Stock-Yards. 
Mr. statements, which have been al- 
ready published in Tue TRiBuneg, are to the ef- 
fect that Heaith-Commissioner De Woil, com- 
plying with the request of the city packers, had 
ordered a rigid examination of the live cattle in 
the yards to take the piace of the former cus- 
tom of inspecting tne dressed meat only: that 
io Carrying out tois order he (Lamb) had diseov- 
ered that a iarge numberof exancerous catt 
were being siaughbtered, dressed, 
by iocal butchers; 
litti@wisibie @fect on the dressed flesh that it

would es 
the majority, of the loca! butchers traded in 


in this poisonous meat for the sake of the extra 


profit; that was shooting these ani- 
mais at the rate of about ten a 
guy; that at that particular period— 


Satorday iast, to-wit—there were some sixteen 
cancerous cattie in the pens, and that the local 
butebers and Stock-Yurds sca!pers obstruct- 
ead his work as Heaith Officer and tried in every 
way to evade the law 80 they could get these can- 
cerogs cattie outto killand seil as good meat 
in the city. It was roundly alleged through the 
press that the people in the city were ‘eating 
cancerous and mattrefied meats,’’ and that 
“ thoroughly rotten cattie”’ were possibly being 

_runoutof tye yards and sold to local butchers 
even now. 

Yesterday's investigation proved that the 
matter bad.been grossiy exaggerated. The 
story loses a great deal of its sensational cbhar- 
acter in the statement of one fact—nvamely: the 
disease designated cancer by Mr. Lamb is not 
cancer. There may possibly be cancerous cat- 
tie in the yards, but there are not sixteen, nor 
six—and the probabilities are that there is not 
even one. The cattic hitherto condemned and 
sla tered by Mr. Lamb's order have 
bee suffering from “lumpy-mouth”’ dis- 
ease, or a large sweiling in the . jaw 
of the animal, the result of a sore ia the mouth. 
In some cases the swelling may be caused by 
cancer, but Cancer, according to the best au- 
thorities in the Stock-Yards, is as rare among 
cattle as among buman beings. All cases of 
“lumpy mouth’ Mr. Lamb classifies as ** can- 
cer f snakebites.”’ But the difficulty is that 
snake@pites do not cause cancer—the best live- 
stock authorities say 60; Health-Commissioner 
De Wolf says so—consequently. the cancer scare 
has no foundaton infact. It is conceded on ail 
sides, however, that the cattle are untit for food 
and shouia be destroyed. 

The Secretary of the Union Stock- Yards Com- 
pany. Mr. D. T. Williams, was called on for bis 
opinion as to the want of proper measures to 

revent cancerous cattic passing the yards to 

retailed as beef in the local meat markets, 
but, strange to say. be was as ignorant of the 
cancer-beef ‘sensation as though be lived in 
Timbuctoo. He said be didn’t read the 
popes much, ana what be did read he did not 

lieve. But be did not believe there were any 
cancerous cattie in the yards. Did he think 
there could possibly be sixteen cases of cancer 
in the yards at that moment? the reporter 
asked. * No, bor six—not in a year,’’ be replied 
mostemphaticaliy. it was alwa\s the case that 
apimais bad to be conde oned daily—an average 
of two orthree bead in about every 
5,000. As to the “lumpy-mouth’’ cases in par- 
ticular, the disease might be the result of acci- 
dent, or of snakebite, or be caused in various 
ways. He would never dream of assuming that 
a “lumpy-mouth”’’ was a cancer, except a 
medical authority had diagnosed the case and 
pronounced it to be such. Inreply to a ques- 
tion as to the dangerous charac ter of the meat 
of a beast which had been suffering 
from “‘jumpy-mouth”’ 

r. Wiiliams would 
atl such beasts be destroyed 

as the law provided, and no chanves taken. e 


5,000 sound cattle were enough for ail, without 
riskine danger by eating the additional two or 
three unsound beasts, or beasts whose svund- 
ness 


asdoubtful. There was no cancer in the 
& now more than there ever had been—a 
ease occurring occasionally at rare intervals. 
He had been in the live-stoak busipess over 
twenpty-fve years, and if there was any new 
eancer epidemic got out he would like to have 
the particulars. 

Commissioner De Woif visited the yards yester- 
day hy teh and appointed two assistants to 
heip Mr. @amb at hie work. A pen bas also been 
ect apart for the reception of ali diseased cattie, 
where Mr. Lamb will bave them taken imme- 
diately on diseovery, and locked up there until 
destroyed. Yesterday afternoon was spent in 
huoting up all jumpy-mouthed cattie in the 
yard and lodging them in the pen, where they 
will be shot this morning and sent to a rendering 
establishment. The greporter could find only 
twoof these cattle in the yards; oneof Mr. 
Lamb's assistants, who is well acquainted with 
the pone said he thought there were four, but 
Mr. Lamb fixed the number at twenty. He had 
not seen them all, however, but bad only heard 
of tbem. Mr. Lamb also said thas the butchers 
and buyers were acting most satisfactorily, as 
they refuse to have anything now to do witb the 
diseased animais, and were aiding pbim all they 
eould in baying the iaw carried into effect. 

Though there is very much ground for com- 
— owing to the lax system of meat and cat- 

le inspection, the case is notbing like so bad as 
represented. meat has always been in- 
spected in the slaugbter-bouses, and it would be 
impossible for a cancer-infected carcass to pass 
the proper and o of 

‘@ Health, Officer, Mr. ideas of 
cancer to/ the contrary notwithstanding. That 
some meat of a very questionable character 
has passed the siaughbter-bouses occasionally 
the only inspection toox place there, 
there Seems to be little doubt. But that the 
majority of the butchers of the city made a 
practice of trading in such meat is not owty im- 
‘provable but quite impossibie. u Mr. 

amb bas been inspecting the live cattle under 
the new and so-called rigid system for over 
three montis, it is only within about ten days 
that these lumpy-mouthbed cattie of whieh be 
®peaks have begun to come in. » reason they 
come in now ie because their owners take their 
ebances of selling them rather than keep them 
over for the winter. @if these alieged cancerous 
cattle are only com in receatiy, where aid 
the allewed cancerous meat eome from that was 
traded in by “the majority of the city butch- 
ers”? In proportion to the number of diseased 
cattle discovered how many escaped? How did 
they escape? And how far would the thus es- 
eaping fraction go toward supplymg one singie 
city butcher with meat if supplied to him aicne? 
A consideration of these questions will explode 
the “ wholesale cancer” scare at least. 

That the inspection should have been, and 
should be, stricter there is verylittie doubt. The 
Pesponsibility at present rests mainly with Mr. 
Lam, and the work certainiv taxes ali his en- 
ergies to look after. The only other inspector 
Ou the ground, with the exception of Mr. Lamb's 
two helpers appointed yesterday, is the repre- 
sentative ot the Humane Society. A State in-

FINANCIAL, 


The bank cleartnes vesterday footed up $9,- 
497.000. Plenty of money was to be bad for 
short periods at 5 percent; gilt-edged mercan- 
tile paper was quoted at 6, and ordinary grades 
Shipments of funds to the cqpotry were 
on a moderate scale. Eastern exchange was ia 
smaller demand, but the prevailing rate was 
par with small transactions at 25c discount per 
$1,000, 

Foreign exchange was a little firmer. Docu- 
mentary sterling sold higher, at 4804 @180'4 for 
sixts days, 4824%,@4224 for demand, documen- 
tary marks 93% and %4\%. Other classes were 
unchanged. Yesterday's weakness in grain and 
provisions goes to confirm the recent expecta- 


tion of lower figures for foreign exchange. 
It bas been argued all along that the 
markets on the two sides of the At- 


lantie must by some ‘process be brought 
soonto the pointof freer exports from this 
side and thus create a supply of bills, It will be 
surprising if the balance of t ade in our favor 
already established does not become greater as 
the season advances. In June the imports of all 
classes of food were $10,440,611 greater than the 
exports. In July this excess was whittied down 


‘to $3,928,453, andin August the exports were 


2,984,843 greater than the imports. — 

The local demand for United States bonds 
seems to be mearly satisfied for the present, 
theugh one broker reports sales of $25,000 4s 
yesterday at 120 5-16. Some lots that have been 
offering to the loca! public for several days past 
had togoto New York for a market, where 
120 7-16 was realized. The transactionsin iocai 
stocks over the counter were small, but there 
was ao improved trade in railroad moftgages. 

The sales atthe New York Stock Exchange 
yesterday footed up the comparatively small 
total of 345,665 shares. The feeling is gaining 
ground that selling short is an extremely 
hazardous operation. The market is now 
enormously overrated. Jersey Central loaned 
yesterday at 1-52, New York Central at 1-64, and 
most of the other stocks flat. Rumors are 
current that the bears will this week try to make 
money artificially stringent, but with the rate 
now at 2 per cent that would seem to be an en- 
terprise attended with difficulties. Jay Gould 
is closely watched as the possible leader of a 
bull movement in the near future. The Van- 
derbilts are astiil reported 
common, but it closed yesterday bailf a point 
higher than it opened. The Villard stocks are 
receiving a sffong support. Mr. Villard says 
that the second-morigage will not interfere with 
the exchange of Northern Pacitic preferred for 
land east of the Missouri Kiver. Over $16,000,- 
000 of the $20.000,000 is said to have been sub- 
scribed, Villard and bis friends taking $5,000,000, 
Drexel & Morgan $3,000,000, English bankers $2,- 
000,000, and Winslow, Lanier & Co., Belmont & 
Co.,and Seligman & Co. $1,000,000 each. The 
stock-market closed rather firm.

year. Of this $216,035 was for freight, $70,636 for 


passengers, and $38,450 rrom miscetianeous 
sources, The earnings of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincey for the first eight months of the 
year increased $1,710,000. “The e@st-bound busi- 
ness of the trunk lines ingpeased 2,700 tons last 
week,. mainly in provisions. 

The New York Financial Chronicle says that 
security, and not the rate of interest, is the 
paramount question with lenders now, that 
joans on salable collateral are the principaf 
method of using capital, banks thus cutting 
themselves off from an important source of 


business. This certainly indicates great distrust 


of the commercial situation, and nodoubt forces 
the suspension of many traders who in ordinary 
times would maintain a good standing. That 
tne disproportion between the supply of funds 
and the demand is much greater this year than 
last is shown by the rates on call loans, which 
are 2@3 per cent in New York now, against 10@ 
20 per cent at times last October. ae | 

The weakness of the coal companies is like 
that of other great interests—business bas not 
been maintained at the high level whieh it 
reached in the two or three years following spe- 
cie resumption. The production of coal in this 
country bas increased about 90 per cent in the 
last four years. Butthe demand from manu- 
facturers has not been sufficient for a year past 
to keep profitably employed the increased 
capital put into th® coal trade. Unless 
there is a great revival of industry, the 
shares must remain 
very uncertain. The present combination 
is a loose affair, being scarcely more than 
an arrangement by which the companies agree 
from time ® time when to suspend work. It is 
not tobe mentioned the same day witb the 
great combination which went to pieces a few 
years ago,under which the coal- mingrs and 
carriers constituted a great monopoly, and the 
coai shares were the gilt-edged securities of the 
street. The Thomas Iron Company closed five 
pig-iren furnaces last week, and will operate 
only five or six Cge coming winter unless the de- 
mand improves. Other companies are 8on- 
templating a reduction in output. | 

The importange of the clearing-house system 
as an element in the currency problem is great 
and increasing. The actual payments between 
the banks belonging to the clearing-bouse of 
New York City have averaged one dollar in 
twenty-tbreej the last thirty years, while in the 
fiscal year just closed the ratio was about $1.60 
of balances to $40.30 of clearings: Thus the 
amownt actually transferred from debtor to 
creditor is growing smalier year by year. And 
then the clearing-house system is extending 
throughout the country gradually. Not only 
are the banks in the various cities adopting it 
but dealers in merchandise, as in the case of the 
Board of Trade in this city. Of course the more 
widely this principle.comes to be applied the less 
will be the need of currency.
